Nbw Tobk, Hay 25.— A gentleman, 
for 45 yean a resident of Cuba, in an 
interriew with a representative of the 

Associatofl Press, has furnished the fol- 
lowing timely rosunie of the past and 
present of the Cuban rebclliou of today, 
or that initiated Feb. 24. Ib05. Owing 
to his interests in Caba, and his being 
in sympathy with the Cubans, he re- 
fused to permit his name to be nsed. 

"Thi> prest nt rebellion, " lie said, "was 
devised and jilannid by Cubans in New 
York. Following its inception, a care- 
fully worked-oat propogauda was made 
in Eastern Onba and woi oondncted 
with great secrecy. It had nutny active 
agents among the best classes in Cen- 
tral and Ea>tern Cuba. 

"Since tlic close (if tlie last war, thi- 
very active i)ri]i)a^,'aiula of the autnUM- 
mists has educatrd the niass'-s. Today 
they want cijual friTdotn fur all. 

"Evciy tliini.' was dime by the niassfs 
through tlu'ir ri'in-esentativi' to i»t- 
suade Spain to fjrant their reason, ibl.' 
demands, but the lonj,'-])roiiiised re- 
forms were deferred from year to year. 

"Early in 1806, many of the colored 
or working classes were idle. Tlien, on 
the U4th of February, 18'J.j, a number 
raised the llau of rebellion and demand- 
ed a 'l.'uba libre or tree Cuba.' llie 
Btandai'd of revolt was set up in a num- 
ber of phices and the blacks Joined the 
petty loaders. 

"bimultancouFly, iu Central Cuba 
■mall parties formed. At that time the 
morement was not deemed n really sen 
ooa one. However, the small parties 
maintained their independence and grew 
in number and strength. Then they 
had few or no arms, but all had the 
death-dealing machete. 

"The Spanish ol&cials, not believing 
that the movement was serious, so in- 
formed the government, and made little 
of the whole npri^g. Later, Spain be- 
came alarmed and sent out General 
Martinez Campos, who, instead of bring 
ing the long-promised refonns, brougiit 
soldiers, whereas, if he had come aloue, 
duly authorized to adjust all the differ 
tnces, the extension of the rebellion 
would have been prerented and a aettle- 
ment had. 

"While the insulor events were mul 
tiplyiug Generalii Maximo Glomes and 
Antonio Maceo landed vrith considera 
ble following. Th^ were ioined 
later by the late Jose Marti 
Then lieneral Crombet and his 
party landed. They were ambushed by 
the Spanibli, Crombet was killed, the 
Burvivurs were made prisoners, and to- 
day are in tlie Moro Castle at Havana. 

"When it became known that Gomez, 
Marti and .Maceo. had landed, hundreds 
of Cubatis abamloned their homes i 
joined tlii-m. 

••Generals Goiiiez, Marti and the 
Otliers, cunimeucfd or^,',iiii/.um tlu-ir 
respective commands. l.,ati r, re ports 
came of skirmishes with th.' Siiaui>li 
troops. Tjie rebels madi' many pusou- 
ers and thus secured arms. 

'•The rebels foraKcd for all living' >up- 
plies. Next the ri'bels inad>' th<' i>wn> rs 
of estat. s pay a ta.\ <jn all cattle slaus.'!!- 
tered for gnu-ial or private consunip- 
tiun. lien Is w«ie tin veil into the 
mountain fastn. >si'S for future supplies. 
Then, as now, they bad more men than 
could be armed. The best men were se- 
lected and armed as tirradores or sharp- 
shooters. The men without arms, sav- 
ing the machete, have cultivated lar;;e 
tracts of ricli mountain laiuls, growing 
corn, pumpkins, sweet potatoes and 
plants. Thus food supplies and com- 
missariat departments are not luckinj,'. 

"Eastern Cuba has been and remains 
the main center of the rebellion. The 
people in central and eastern Cuba, 
who are openly on thi'.side of tlie rebels, 
sympathize with them and keep theiu 
fully advised of every movement of the 
royal troops. " ,. 

iu reply to a question regarding the 
rebel strength, the gentleman said that 
fully 60,000 men are iu the various rebel 
commands, of whom say tbrae-fonrtha 
have arms. 

"Quite recently," said he, "wlien 
General Calixto Garcia landed, liun- 
dredl of 'Whites anu blacks instantly 
Joined b^i standard, many of them in 
excellent social poMtlou. 

"The men iu the robel array are about 
half whites and half negio o a the lat* 
t«r make the best soldiers. 

'*Aa a general rule, in lights they fire 
two or three volleys, dose with the 
enemy and rush iu, machete in hand, 
■hoQting their favorite cry. 'A ma- 
chete I' 

'•All sense of danger seems to disap- 
pear, and they fight like demons and 
moke fearful adrenaries. Arms are cut 
off at a blow and heada split open to the 

very chin. 

Ik "The rebel army is officered br whites 
and blacks. Discipline is riguUy en- 
forced. Hobbory in the broad lense 
also is punished." 

Wh$n asked as the rebel method of at- 
tack, the speaker said that it was of 
the usual Cuban type. "They post their 
tirradores or sharpshooters in parties 
of 60. First they ougago the advance 
guard of the royalists from ambush, tir- 
ing upon them, and producing panic 
anil itath. If crowded too much that 
party will fall back, while a new one of 
5U w ill make a freah attack, and so 
they simply harasi the SpaniMrds and

as Indians. 

"In many of skirniishc!! in whicli the 
tirradores fell ba< k when outnumbered, 
sueli engagements are made to do dttty 
a.'* Spaiii>li victories. 

"Tlic polii'.v of till' Sp iiiish troops is 
one of makeshifts, rather than of search 
and battling with the Cubans. 

"The real hghting today is in the 
western part of central Cuba and totliat 
part the rebels are hurrying forward 
every available man. 

"In many coast cities and towns, 
trailc is at a standstill, and there is 
much misery and want, milk selling at 
one dollar a gallon. No vegetables are 
available, and there is great <litticiilty in 
gettiiitT meat. I5ut for breadstutfs re- 
ceives from the United States and else- 
where famine would follow. 

Despite all statements to the con 
trary, the rebels eroM the trocha when- 
ever they please. 

The continued presence of Antonic 
Maceo in the province of Piuar del Rio 
is of his own volition. His following 
today is well armed and have ammuni- 
tion. 

The Cubans have orders to reloase 
all prisoners captured, after securing 
their arms and supplies. On the other 
hand, however, Spanish commanders 
are responsible for the shooting of hun- 
dreds of defenseless persons and report 
ing the affair as a Spanish victory. 

"Early in the rebellion women were 
not allowed in the Cuban bands, but 
since the decree ordering the abandon 
ing of rural towns and hamlets hac 
been put in force thousands of women 
have joined the rebels, many of them 
taking their families with them. 

"One mother left her Spanish hus 
band and took nine sons into the Cuban 
army. Tlie Spanish dflatroj everything 
as thev inarch. 

"Tlie Cubans do not now hold any 
town, village or port; but. when advised 
of exi)e(litions the rebels concentrate 
near tlie coast and cover the land of men 
and arms, having reduced this to a 
science. The steamers lay to at night, 
outside of the marine league. The boats 
painted a light drab, are swung over 
the side, when they are laden with men 
aiul arms. If a man of war appears, she 
sees the steamer, while the bouts, with- 
out lights make for the shore. All thi^ 
expeditions dispatched tu Cuba have 
landed except tliat of the Competitor. 
Nineteen expeditions have- made success- 
ful trips. Thousands of rifles and 
machetes and tens of thou.->ands of cart- 
ridges have . cached the rebels, includ- 
ing some c.4uuon, djuamite and hoa- 

pital sttH-es. 

"Tlie cliinato to<lay, between rain ami 
moisture, is an invaluable ally to tin; 
Cubans. It pens up tleir enemies, 
while they can recruit and get ready for 
the dry season campaign. 

"Regarding American investments in 
Cuba, inany millions of American 
money are invested in mines and sugar 
e.-iates ill Cuba. 

'•The ([uestion of belligerency was 
di.scussed. 'Any delay in th.it line,' the 
Cuban resiih'Uts" say, "will simply pro- 
long tlie war. The rebels say that they 
will not accept any Cuban under Si>au- 
ish rule.' 

'•It must 1)0 a free Cuba. If, i>er 
chance, the United States intervened 
and asked for the sale of Cuba to Cu- 
bans, under an American guarantee, 
such an arruii cement would lead to a 
cessation o: hostilities. Short of that 
they will a •cept nothing from Spain. 
Failing recognition as bMligerents, they 
will fight for 10 years. 

"Havana and western Cuba are loyal 
to Spain. Manv loyal Spaniards, 
however, want fuller rights for Cuba. 

"Annexation is not understood, nor 
will the moMies accept it. They would 
'lecm it but a change of masters with- 
out any benefit to them. 

"The damage done to the coffee and 
sugar estates in Onba," he says, "is al- 
most irreparable." 

He said that "hundreds of Spaniards 
are sent to Onba to take official posi- 
tions. Many are .appointed with the 
clear and tacit understanding that one- 
half of their gains were to be remitted 
to the officials who had secured their ap- 
pointment. Any deficit in the Cuban 
budget is made good bj an additional 
tax on Cukui property." 

This informant made a single excep- 
tion to ofHcial irregularity in Cuba, that 
of General Martinez Campos, who, he 
said, was an honest captain general.

Chk A<;o. May ',>.").— By the explosion 
of a gasoline stove, on Townscnd stri ct, 
yesterday, a fomily of six persons wa:- 
almost exterminated. Four are dead 
and a fifth is so badly burned that deatl 
is almost certain. The naoMS of the 

dead are: 

Otto Malm, a carpenter, M yeanold^ 
Sima Malm, 8 years old. 
Hilya Malm, 0 years old. 
Otto Malm, Jr., 8 years old. 
The injured are: 

Mrs. Ella Mohn, 88 yeara old, burned 
about the handa, arms and fftce; will re- 
cover. 

Ellen Malu, 8 years old, severely 
burned about the head and body; will 
probably die. 

Mrs. Malm, the wife and mother, had 
rris 'u to prepare breakfast, and her hus- 
ban i and children were still in bed and 
asieep. She lighted a gasoline stove, 
when the reservoir which holds the sup- 
ply of oil exploded, throwingthe burn- 
ing fluid about the rooms. Before the 
sleeping memberi of the family could 
be taken out, or even warned, thev 
were shut in by flames and burned al- 
most to a crisp. 

When the explosion occurred Mrs. 
Malm rushed frantically from the dwell- 
ing and screamed for help. She then 
returneri to the house, soon reappearing 
with lier Ij-year-old child in her arms. 
Pieces of burning clntliing still adhere<l 
to the burned flesh of the babe and it 
died shortly afterward. The screams of 
the mother h id by this time brought the 
Uelghlxvrs to tlie sceiie. 

The lire <lepartineiit was summoned 
and the liremen rushed into ttie roieus 
and removed the inmates while water 
was thrown upon the tiames. 

The mother's burns were attendeil to 
by the doctors and it was found tiiey 
were comparatively light. She was re- 
moved to the home of friends.

The Aluob-Uebated Klver and Harbor UllI 
PaaiM Threvgh OongrM*. 

W.\sHiN(iTON, May 25.— The river 
and harbor bill w.is adopted In its en- 
tirety by the house and senate Satur- 
day, received tlie signatures of Vice 
President Stevenson and Speaker Rwd 
and went to the president. It is one 
of the largest, if not the largest, river 
and harbor bill ever passed by congress. 
It carries nearly $80.()00,0n0. If tlie 
president does not veto it he w ill disap- 
point the general expectation. There 
is hardly a Democratic congressm.iii 
who iloes not predict executive dis.ip- 
proval, and the Republicans and some 
Donnx^rats are prei)aring to pass tlie bill 
dispite the veto. It was rejiorted from 
a good source that the secretory of war 
is already at work compiling data for 
the presidential message. 

A Democratic senator said last night: 
"I am in favor of the bill. In the in- 
terests of my constituency I could not 
att'ord to be otherwise. But I have no 
hesitation in saying that the presidi'iit 
has iu this bill a maguiticent op[)ortuni- 
ty for a scorching message, and I have 
no doubt but that he will take advan- 
tage of it. In fact I have reason for 
thinking it is certain that he w-ill." 

The recommendations of the local 
board of engineers for river improve- 
ments during the coming fiscal year 
were about $60,000,000. Owing to tin 
condition of tho treasury, General 
Oraighill. chief of en^neers, was in- 
structed by the administration to cut 
their estimates down as low as it was 
possible to do so. He got them down 
to the neighborhood of 912,000,000. Un- 
der the present bill fnllv $25,000,000 can 
be expended during the coming fiscal 
year and continuous contracts made for 

{^j.j,tH)0,Ooi) in ire. 

Tbe opinion jirevails that after a mer- 
ciless dissection of the bill the president 
will severely arraign congress for an at- 
tempt to raid the treasury. There is no 
question, however, but tUat the bill 
will be pasted ov«r tha preiidant's 
head.

WAHHiNOTon, May 25.— The outlook 
as to the line of proceeding in the sen- 
ate during the present week is not very 
clear. It is the general nnderstaiiding 
tliat the debate on Senator Butler'.' 
bond resolution will be continued today, 
but if it holds tho floor beyond the day 
there will be an effort to displace it with 
the general deficiency appropriation bill. 
This is the only one of tho appropria- 
tion bills which has not received the at- 
tention of the sella*', and as it lias now 
been reported the members of the aji- 
proi>riation committee are naturally 
anxious to take it up at tin- earliest 
practicable date. 

On the other hand, Senator Butler, 
who has charge of the bond bill, feels 
that if a vote is unt had on his bill be- 
fore this apjiropriation bill is passed, 
may be i!n]iossible to hold n (luorum, 
ami will tli 'i-efon; insist ujioii going 
forward to a lini>h before the deliciency 
bill is considered. He thinks that it 
will be'jiossilile t(,) conclude till' debate 
ii])oii 'the bond bill to.l.iy or at 
the latest tomorrow. Sen.itors Dubois 
and Pritchard have stated that they 
would ask to be ln-ard on the b uid bill 
befoie a vote is taken, and it is jaobable 
also that Senator Allison may submit 
some remarks upon it. 

The opponents of the bond bill will 
try to prevent a vote bein;; re.iched at 
all, and some of them will (jbstruct its 
progress t > tlie fullest extent uossible 
with appro]iriation bills and by other 
legitimate means at their command.

There will there- 
fore be numerous conference reports to 
be presented, and as these are always 
privib'ged matters, they can be used to 
displace the bond bill. Ordinarily the 
dettcicucy bill would not occasion jiro- 
.onged debate, but it may be used to 
prevent the consideration of other sub- 
jects. 

It is expected that during the week 
the bill to repeal the division for the re- 
bates of the tox on alcohol used in tho 
irts will be passed without opposition 
or the consumption of much time. The 
filled cheeso bill is also to be debated, as 
opportunity offers. Senator Lodge counts 
u]ion time to consider the immigration 
bill. Senator Mitchell of Oregon hopes 
ilso to put up his resolution providmg 
for the election of United States sena- 
tors by direct vote of the people, as does 
Senator Hill the bill defining contempt 
of court. . 

The talk is general that that the date 
of final adjournment will depend al- 
most entirely upon the length of time 
the president may hold the river and 
harbor bill. Without having any di- 
rect authority for the supposition, sen- 
ators generally expect a veto of that 
measure and count upon having to re- 
main long enough to attempt to ]iass it 
desjiite the executive dLsajiproval. 
Senator Allison expressed the opinion 
that in case of early action by the 
president, whether favorably or da- 
versely, that the senate wouM be pre- 
paied "to adjourn by the first of next 
week. In that event everything would 
be rushed aside this week for the ap- 
propriation bills.

coins to the depositors of the bullion, 
and compel all the other people in the 
country to receive tliese coins at a valua- 
tion of 100 cents each in the payment of 
debts due them for property sold, for 
labor and service of all kinds, for pensions 
to soldiers and sailors and their widows 
and childrea, for losses sustained under 
policies issued by life and other insur- 
ance companie«, tor deposits in ^avintrs 
banks, trust companies, building associa- 
tions and other institutions, for debts 
due to widows and oridums by guardians, 
executors and administrators of de- 
cedents' estates and other trustees, 
for salaries of all civil, military and naval 
officials, and the compensation of private 
soldiers and seamen, and, in short, for 
every kind of obligation recognized by 
the laws of the land, except only in cases 
where the juudent capitalist has takm 
the precaution in advence to contract for 
payment of debts due to him in gold or 
its eipiivnlent. 

To say nothing of the gross partiality 
and manifest injustice of such a policy, 
its immediate elfect woidd be to contract 
our currency to the extent of about jiil'O,- 
000,000 by stopping the use of gold as 
money and imttin.' a iiremium upon the 
coins of tliat metal njual, or about equal, 
to the dillerence between the intrinsic 
value of the gold dollar and the intrinsic 
value of the silver dollar. Gold coins 
would at once become a commodity, and 
would be bought and sold by speculators 
in the market just as they were during 
the war, when W(? bad a dc|)reciatid 
paper currency. The value of the silver 
dollar would fluctuate from day to day, 
uuniiiL' iiji and down with the rise s^iid 
fall of the commercial price of the bullion 
contained in it, as the Mexican dollar 
d ICS now, and tiie premium on the po:d 
dollar would of course tiuctuate to the 
same extent, thus affording an oppor- 
tunity to bnllion brokers aii'l sjteculators 
to buy and sell at a i>rolit. It would 
cease ti> be used as money, because no 
man would pay his debt in gold dollars 
or in paper redeemable in gold dollars, 
worth liiii cents, when the law perndtted 
him to pay it in silver dollars, worth 
oKly .31 or 52 rents. The sudden with- 
drawal of ft;-_>o,00(),0()0 from tlie volume 
of currency iu the country would un- 
doubtedly produce a financial and Indus- 
trial disturbance far more disastrous to 
the interests of labor tliau has ever been 
experienced in our history, and no man 
who has a j'article of sympathy for work- 
insr men and women and tlieir dependent 
families can contemplate the possibility 
of sucha calamity witlioiit feelin}; that it 
ii his duty, wliether he occupies a public 
or a private station, to employ every 
honorable means at his command to 
avert it. 

While the sudden eNjilllsion of $*'i20,- 

000,000 iu ifold from our stock of money 
would itself be sufficient to create a 
financial disturbance unpan ailed in the 
history of this or any otlier country, tlie 
situation wonld be very greatly aggn.- 
vated by the fact that the purchasing 
power of all the remainder of our cur- 
rency would be suddenly reduced alraut 
one-half; we should have only Jibout 
two-thirds as nuieh currency as we liavo 
niw, and at the same time it would be 
so depreciated in value that if would' 
re<inire about twice as mucli as w e liave 1 
now to transact the business of the 
country, provided there should be any 
business to transact.
